When ihe Michigan Easter Seal Society began in 
1921. sponsored initially by Rotarians, handicapped 
children and adults had little to look forward to in life. 
Their paronts, consumed hy foolish guilt and shame, 
hid them away from ifte public eye.

combined efforis of the Society's volunteers and’ 


concerned public health nurses, parents were 
persuaded to seek medical care, rehabilitation and 
education for thelr disabled children. Progress was 
made in restoring use to impaired limbs and schooling 
for the handicapped became a reality. 

Those early days aiso saw ihe beginning of the 
Society's constant educational efforts to change public 
attitudes ahout the handicapped. Its effectiveness can 
be measured in legislation. Michigan leads the nation 
in legislation that recognizes the civil rights of the 
handicapped. 

Many physically handicapped residents of Michi- 

an are very bright, energetic and ambitious for 
independence. They are interested in working and 
earning.

The commitiee, formed to 
assist the board in establishing 
priorities and policies for curti- 
culum fevision and improve- 
ment. consists of board mem- 
bers Bernadine Dosch and Jim 
Duley, citizens Wayne Hind- 
marsh, Randall Johnson and Dr.

As most of you can imagine. 
the Secretary of State's office 
gets bogged down during the 
annual registration process and, 
as a result, it takes longer to 
place new registrations in the 
tiles which hampers law en- 
forcement agencies in checking 
2 a registration. 

The staggered system. it is 
believed. would enable the 
Department of State to keep 
files more current and at the 
same time reduce the long lines 
at the branch offices.

Respect, Behavior and Loyalty 


An Editorial To Parents - From A Teacher - on What has Happened 
to Respect, Behavior and Loyalty...... 


This week the article will take a different approach than the 
previous weeks. There is a need to speak-out and share an 
experience with parents and friends. Perhaps, collectively, as 
parents. leachers and friends we can do something about this 
problem. if you are so inclined. 

A few months ago, we at Grayling Elementar: School. began a 
new tradition i.e. to sing “America” at the beginning of every 
assembly. The first time we all stood and san¢_—..as a hit troubled 
because | could sense that some children were not too thrilled 
about the whole Idea. 

Two weeks ago. before an assembly for the 3rd. 4th and 5th 
grades. | instructed the children to stand and sing “America”. At 
that point many of the children “booed”. | was so astounded that | 
almost walked out. but decided to go ahead and lead the song as 
there were some children who did not boo. 

After the assembly many of the teachers apologized to me and 
stated they had spoken to their classes about this very poor 
behavior. | am still thinking about this and it truly bothers me. Isn't 
it sad that young children have these kinds of feelings inside 
themselves? More important, even if they feel this way about 
singing “America”. where do thay acquire the rudeness and 
audacity to Doo this or anything, for that matter? How does 2 small 
child acquire this behavior and feel it alright to express it in this 
manner in front of a teacher or parent? What has happened to 
respect and loyalty? It seems there must be more respecttul and 
palite ways of expressing this type of feeling. 

tf we all think back and remember singing “America” in school 
we get feelings of respect and loyalty. Even the thought of yelling 
“boo” would never have occurred to us. What has stepped into the 
lives of our children to permi: *his type of behavior? 

{ hope this article has not offended anyone. but | felt a definite 
need to let you know what happens with our children at the most 
unexpected times. 

We Ju nui teacit itis type of Genavior in SCNOOI anu hopetuny 
you do not teach it in your home. Then. where does t{ come trom? 

(. as a teacher. will absolutely act tolerate this kind of 
hehavior. | respect the rights of a child to passess whatever 

the sang “America. t will 
Not respect or tolerate the rudeness which was displayed. We, as 
teachers. have discussed this with our children, but can not solve 
this problem by ourselves, we need the help of parents and friends 
and tam asking you for that heip.

189), which | co-sponsored. in- 
creases from 58 cents to $? per 
acre ihe payment-in-fieu-of-tax- 
es on state tay-reverted lands. 

Tax-revested lands are proper- 
ties owned by the state fos 
recreational purposes. Since 
these lands cannot be used for 
development, they generate no 
Property tax revenues for the 
schools and local governments 

Specifically. the bill will pro- 
vide $5 mitiion in additional 
revenue for schools and local 
governments in Michigan. That 
revenue. plus the $2 mutton 
already being paid. will be 
divided among townships and 
counties. each of which will aet 
30 percent. ard schoal districts 
which will det 40 percent
